Because it is impossible for local draft boards to write each 


individual telling him his number in the conscription lottery 
The Star has undertaken to publish the full Hempstead county 
• list — 4,000 names, numbers and addresses. 


' It isn't absolutely necessary to know 
your number, we are advised from 
state conscription hcudqunrtcrs. The 
(individual's number 
is merely an 


identification 
method 
linking 
him 


with the national lottery which Pres- 
ident Roosevelt will start next Tues- 
day, October 23, when he draws a 
master number out of a goldfish bowl 
in Washington. Incidentally, it is the 
same goldfish bowl that was used in 
the World war draft in 1917. 


Individuals actually called to ser- 


vice as the result of the national lot- 
tery will, of course, be notified. 


So it isn't necessary to know your 


number now—but it is a convenience 
nevertheless, and should enable a con- 
scripted man to learn about his actual 
call 24 hours in advance of his notifi- 
cation by the authorities. 


The serial publication of the Hemp- 


stead county list will be completed 
in the daily Star by Tuesday, October 
29, and the entire list of 4,000 names 
and numbers will be reprinted in one 
edition of. the Weekly Star, the issue 
of Thursday, October 31. 


Any American who has traveled 


through eastern Canada—the province 
of Quebec—knows the sinister mean- 
ing of this Associated Press dispatch 
for peace and unity in the Western 
Hemisphere:

You wake up with a start, reading 


tliis dispatch, to 
realize 
that the 


capitulation of France and present 
German negotiations to force her to 
declare war against Britain have pro- 
duced a crisis in the heart of our 
Canadian neighbor. 


For the province of Quebec—Mon- 


treal, provincial capital, and the City 
of Quebec, arc the two major towns- 
is settled almost wholly by French. 
They were there when General Wolfe 
captured 
Canada 
for 
England 
in 


colonial times. The Canadian French 
have continued to live under 
the 


British flag all these years, accepting 
Britain's protection, but at the same 
time being given exclusive control of 
local 
administration, 
schools 
and 


language. 


I can testify personally, from a trip 


through the province of Quebec the 
summer of 1937, that even today 
French 
is 
almost 
exclusively 
the 


tongue spoken by the common people 
of eastern Canada. 


Britain has permitted the Canadian 


French to keep their native language, 
schools and church. And the Canadian 
French have lived thus in peace and 
security for nearly 300 years. 


Today they owe nothing less than 


100 per cent loyalty to the empire of 
which they arc a part. And if the 
Canadian French arc disposed today 
to take up the quarrels of France at a 
time when their actual mother coun- 
try is in danger then they will get 
little sympathy from Canadians and 
none whatsoever from the people of 
the United States.

The so-called 
"personal 
injury 


racket' was one of the matters that 
came before the 
1939 General As- 


sembly. There are some counties in 


-Arkansas in which plaintiffs in per- 
•sonal injury suits can almost al- 


ways secure good verdicts, and very 
able lawyers in these counties make 
a great deal of money for themselves 
and their clionts by importing such 
suits from all over the state. 


Q Though sinister charges of jury 


tampering are made concerning some 
case.? tried :n these counties, it is 
not contended that this is present in 
very many cases. The real objection 
Is that juries in those counties are 
generally sympathetic to plaintiffs. 
ti On the other hand, it is true that 


there are other counties in Arkansas 
where it is very difficult for a plain- 
tiff 
to get a substantial judgment 


in any 
personal 
injury 
or death 


case. In these counties, juries arc 
generally .sympathetic with defendants. 
* Act No. 314 undertook to relieve 


the evil as far as "plaintiffs count- 
ies" arc concerned by providing that 
suits on claims for death or personal 
injury could only be brought either 
ill the county where the accident oc- 


(t^urrcd or that in which the injured 
"person resided. This would prevent 


any importation of such suits, either 
from "defendants' counties" or im- 
partial counties. 


What is really needed is .some sys- 


tem that will assure fairness to both 


'..sides in every county. That may be- 


hard to achieve. Perhaps some sys- 
tem of uncontrolled .selection of jur- 
ors, as by Jury wheel or an im- 
partial drawing from a large number 
of names of eligible citizens, would 
-aid substantially. At any rate, it is 


WR problem yet to be solved. 


Incidentally, Act. No. 314 was not 


as carefully drawn as it should have 
bctn, and some problems of inter- 
pretation mast be settled by the Sup- 
reme Court, if it is adapted, to as- 


fS'ure fairne.ss in its operation. It will 


doubtless be interpreted by the Court 
so as to achieve its true purpose. 
The bill i.s being actively sponsored 
by industrial and reform groups in 
the state and opposed by lawyers who 
usually represent plaintiffs in personal 


«hijury and death suits.

Act No. 1 are both Workmen's Com- 
pensation Acts, 
somewhat coiura- 


-dictory in their provisions. Despite 


_lhc fact that Arkansas two years ago 
indicated, by its overwhelming adop- 
tion of Amendment 26, that it want- 
ed a workmen's 
compensation act, 


we still do not have one, and it is 
possible that both of those will be 


^defeated and we will still not have 


one after 
the coming election. 


Only two states in the Union do not 


now have such laws. The two arc 
Arkansas and Mississippi. No state 
which has ever adopted a workmen's 
compensation law is now without one.

The Merchants' Committee of the 


Hope Chamber of Commerce announc- 
ed Wednesday it will concentrate this 
year on four objectives: Curbing soli- 
citations for outside causes. 


Stopping door-to-door peddling in 


Hope. 


Continuation of women's rest room 


facilities for out-of-town shoppers. 
A trade extension program. 


Already much progress has been 


made in curbing out-of-town solici- 
tors and, if everyone would send 
these people to the Chamber of Com- 
merce for investigation, it would be 
reduced to a minimum. The Cham- 
ber of Commerce makes a thorough 
investigation in each case to deter- 
mine the value of the institution or 
program to the citizens of Hope, the 
responsibility of the solicitor, and how 
much of the money is paid to the 
solicitor. 


Should Be Investigated

In any case, the Chamber only gets 


the facts and makes no reccomendat- 
ion for support unless it happens to 
be a purely local cause anl no part 
of the funds solicited are used to 
pay to the solicitors. 


Efforts will continue to be made to 


get W. P. A. or N. Y. A. to furnish 
matron service for the Ladies' Rest 
Room and if these eforts are unsuc- 
cessful the City Council .will be asked 
to increase its-present contribution oi 
$10 a month so that the rest room 
can be reopened. 


A determined effort will be made 


to stop salesmen from peddling mer- 
chandise from house to house when 
similar or better merchandise can be 
bought from our local merchants. If 
all merchandise now bought by cit- 
izens of Hope and Hempstead county 
were purchased from local merchants 
it would give employment to at least 
fifty persons now unemployed.

There is no 
present change in the minimum wage 
but, tliis month, on October 34, re- 
gular, straight-time workweek hours 
are reduced 
to 40 and if an em- 


ployee (covered by the overtime pro- 
visions of the law) works more than 
40 hours in a workweek he must be 
paid lime and a half of his regular 
rate for every hour worked in ex- 
cess of 40," the Regional Director said. 


"I should like to stress the mean- 


ing of 'time and a half the regular 
rate of pay.1 The expression means 
precisely what it says", Mr. Street 
continued. "In no event may less than 
45c an hour be paid for overtime 
hours and then only in those cases 
where the employee is drawing only 
the minimum wage. Because some 
employers do not seem to have un- 
derstood clearly the meaning of the 
term, let me illustrate still further: 
If an employee is receiving, say, $1 
an hour for his straight-time hours, 
his overtime rale for hours worked 
in excess of 40 in a workweek will 
be $1.50, which is time and a half 
of his regular rate of pay."

Selective service is going to work 


out a little like that. Americans gen- 
erally don't hanker after military ser- 
vice; They are as good soldiers as the 
best when they have to be. But 
everything else equal, they don't itch 
for it. 


Bery well. Times are what they 


are The American people, through 
long and careful debate by their elect- 
ed government, have decided on wide- 
spread military training as a neces- 
sity. Millions of our youth now await 
the call. Thousands have already vol- 
unteered. 
, 


Out of the millions who now face 


military training for a year or more, 
very many indeed will convert this 
interruption of their lives into a real 
opportunity. It is not pleasant to have 
plans interrupted by this kind of a 
necessity. But there is little grumb- 
ling, and the prevailing tone of youth 
is, "This seems necessary. I will do 
it." 


In short, the fact is here and ac- 


cepted, that young men will have to 
learn to fight, and give a period of 
life to their country. All right. Shall 
it be merely a regretted break in 
normal lite? Or shall the selected man 
beckon this wolf closer and skin him 
for all the soup that's in his bones? 


Clarence A. Dykstra, director of the 


selective service plan, is a man with 
wide experience in public adminis- 
tration and education. He sees the 
plan not as merely a sacrifice, but 
as "opening up great opportunities for 
national unity 
and for 
individual 


growth as well." The period of ser- 
vice may expand horizons, make the 
trainees better fitted for national 
life, better citizens. He hopes so to 
administer^the act as to minister "not 
only to trie national power for de- 
fense, but also to the education and 
health of our young people as citi- 
zens, and participators in the great 
adventure of ..democracy which lies 
ahead of usAW.««wt- 


These are high ideals, good to hear 


from the .administrator. They do not 
imply that the selective service ma- 
chinery is to be turned into a school- 
room. Primarily, the purpose is to 
create defensive power. But invalu- 
able by-products of health, civic con- 
sciousness, technical skill and esprit 
de crops may also be obtained. 


They will be of double value to 


the individual who approaches his 
call in manly fashion, and says not, 
"It's terrible that I have to go," 
but "Well, here we are, and I'm go- 
ing to get every scrap of benefit 
out of it that I can." 


Men like that may well come out of 


their period of service saying, as 
Dykstra hopes they will, "I would 
npt have missed that year of my life 
for anything."

New Light on Historical 


Crisis 


Reports ol a sharp division within 


the State Department about the re- 
cent stiffening of the U. S. attitude 
toward Japan are considerably ex- 
aggerated. It is perfectly true, how- 
ever, that this government's willing- 
ness to get tough in the Far East is 
a very recent growth. In that con- 
nection, here is a bit of unwritten 
history: 


When the Japanese first went into 


Manchuria, in 1931, Henry Stimson was 
U. S. secretary of state. He wanted 
to stop the whole affair by an Anglo- 
American 'united front.' It fell through 
supposedly because the British re- 
fused to play ball. Yet a man who is 
in an excellent position to know 
what really happened 
insists thai 


Stimson was really let down by his 
own government. 


According to that version after Stim- 


awfully tough. The embassy never 
heard anything more about it.

other such devices, render themselves 
financially irresponsible so that they 
are judgment-proof and injxired em- 
ployees are unable to collect from 
them nt all except insofar as they 
are willing to make voluntary pay- 
ments. 


The danger that both compensat- 


ion plans will be .defeated r.ext month 
lies in the fact that these two groups, 
with their considerable political fol- 
lowing, will vote against both laws. 
If they do so, while those who favor 
the 
private 
insurance 
plan 
vote 


against 
the state fund 
pla'ri, 
and 


those who favor the state fund plan 
vote against the private insurance 
plan, it is likely that each plan will 
receive less than a majority of the 
whole vote. 


The one sure way to prevent this 


unfortunate possibility is to vole for 
both plans. Any person who cjpes not 
strongly prefer orie plan to the oth- 
er can do this with good conscience. 
Then if both plans should receive a 
majority vote, the one receiving the 
lighesl vote will be the law. 


Throughout industrial America to- 
lay it is said that there are two 
backward states" which have no 
vorkmen's compensation laws. New 
ndustries will not come to these 
states, and well-advised laborers shun 
hem. There is no room for intelligent 
difference of opinion as to the desir- 
ability of taking Arkansas out of this 
list.

a compensation act in Arkansas for 
years. So have organized employers. 
U is recognized by both that Arkan- 
sas has little chance to attract sub- 
stantial new industries to the state 
wjfch-out 
a workmen's 
compensat- 


ion law, and that such a law is es- 
sential to the development of decent 
working conditions and proper fin- 
ancial protection for labor. 


Workmen's compensation acts set 


up a fixed scale of recoveries for 
injuries suffered by workmen in the 
course of their employment, they eli- 
minate many technical legal defens- 
es in such cases, they provide for 
prompt payment in installments dur- 
ing 
the period 
of incapacity im- 


mediately following an injury rather 
than payment in a lump rum at some 
indefinite later time, and they usual- 
ly prohibit the 50 per cent contin- 
gent fee contracts on the basis of 
which lawyers ordinarily handle cas- 
es for injured workmen. 


Obviously, there was room for wide 


difference of opinion in the drafting 
of a workmen's compensation bill, and 
the 1939 legislature suffered from such 
difference of opinion. The legislators 
wound up by passing three or four 
conflicting bills, leaving it to the Gov- 
ernor to choose among them. He did 
so by signing the bill now known as 
No. 31, and vetoing the others. 


Opponents at once got busy and cir- 


culated two petitions, one of which re- 
ferred No. 319 to the people, the oth- 
|cr initiating Act. No. 1.
